MAKE mOD CITIZENS. 
The principal purpose for which 
Missourians spend large amounts 
of money every y ear for the sup­ 
p or t of public schools is to mak e 
good citizens out of the boy s and 
girls who will soon be men and 
women. 
It is upon the theory that the 
schools will do this that property 
owners who have no children are 
tax ed to provide a fund for the 
free education of their neighbors’ 
children. 
Unless the schools accomplish 
this purpose they fail to achieve 
their greatest usefulness. 
‘‘Knowledge is power,” but un­ 
less a child is trained to the right 
use of this pov/er he may be made 
a worse rather than a better citizen 
by acquiring it. 
There is, then, something more 
than mere school-book instruction 
required of the teacher. 
He must train the y oung minds 
under his care; he must lead them 
in the right direction toward be- 
biaming self-reliant, peaceable, law- 
abiding men and women. 
They should understand the na­ 
ture of our government and public 
institutions and be made to feel 
their responsibility as members of 
organized society . 
They should be taught obedience 
and decorum and their conduct on 
the streets as well as in the school­ 
room should show their training. 
The school officers, parents and 
tax -pa\ers cannot tak e too deep an 
interest-!u the public schools. 
Watch the children on the streets 
as they go to and from school and 
« ee if y ou can note evidences of 
improvement. 
If not, locate the 
blame and remove the cause. 
When the policeman has to be 
appealed to to control school chil­ 
dren on their way to and from 
school it is plain that the school, 
to that ex tent, has been a failure. 
But when the result of the teach­ 
er’s labor mak es the boy a little 
gentleman the school has accom­ 
plished the purpose for which it is 
organized. 
The teacher cannot accomplish 
the work alone. 
His labors should 
be supplemented by the earnest ef­ 
forts of the parent in the same di­ 
rection, and then the influences of 
the schoolroom and the fireside will 
* 
rob the police court and the prison 
of many a victim and the tax pay er 
will be compensated for his ex pen­ 
diture by a decrease in criminal 
costs.

than by the mere book learning 
that is imparted, we will be on the 
high road to an ideal scbocl sy stem.
